GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Michael  Stachofsky  proposes  to  establish  a licensed  wrecking  facility  on 
1.25  acres  of  land  west  of  Eighth  Avenue  West  North  and  north  of  the 
Burlington  Northern  (BN)  railroad  right-of-way  just  west  of  the  Kalispell 
city  limits. 

The  Flathead  County  zoning  administrator  reviewed  the  application  and  said 
the  property  is  not  in  the  city  and  is  unzoned. 

State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view,  which  is 
a point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road.  The  property  is 
bounded  on  the  east  by  the  city  street,  the  south  by  the  railroad 
right-of-way,  the  west  by  a spur  from  the  BN  tracks  and  a vacant  lot  to  the 
north. 

The  proposed  facility  will  be  enclosed  by  a wooden  fence,  built  in 
accordance  with  the  standards  prescribed  in  Rule  16.14.202  ARM.  The  fence 
must  be  of  sufficient  height  to  screen  the  yard  on  all  four  sides.  No 
license  will  be  issued  until  the  shielding  is  in  place.
